The seven-member board, meet­ 
ing in executive session las night 
at Benjamin Franklin Junior High 
School, interviewed about a dozen 
of the nearly 90 candidates. The 
remaining applicants are to be 


screened at another closed session 
tonight. 


The board is slated to make the 
two appointments at a special 
public meeting tomorrow at 8 
o'clock in the cafeteria of the 
Benjamin Franklin School, Mill 
Creek Road, Levittown. 


Vacancies Created 


Two vacancies were created on 
tho board last Nov. 30 when Louis 
A. Aliment! told Nicholas DeMara, 
former president and vice presi­ 
dent. respectively, pleaded guilty 
to charges of bribery and con­ 


spiracy in the plot to seU principal- 
ships. Bota are serving terms of 
30 to 365 days in Bucks County 
Prison and come up for parole 
hearings on Dec. 28. 


A group of citizens from the 
Croydon area of the township to­ 
day urged the appointment of two 
candidates from its sector.

Bristol Township Police Chief 
John R. Stewart, in a move to 
crack down on tow truck opera­ 
tors who in the past have been 
"speeding to accidents," has is­ 
sued a five-sector procedure which 
police officers will follow when 
towing wrecked or stolen cars in 
the township. 


In his directive to the depart­ 
ment. Stewart said that the offic­ 
er who arrives on the scene of 
any accident in the township "will 
not permit any other towing serv­ 
ice to park their vehicles in the 
vicinity of the scene or solicit 
any business." 


The policeman, in turn, will im­ 
mediately have the designated 
wrecker called to remove toe ve­ 
hicle from the highway to toe 
nearest and safest place, Stewart 
explained. 


Owner Responsible 


'In case the owner docs not 
wish this service, he will be re­ 
sponsible for any charr.es on 
this," the chief declared. 


The new directive does rot pre­ 
vent motorists involved in acci­ 
dents to call wreckers (A their own 
preference. This means that per­ 
sons belong to the AAA or Key­ 
stone Club, if involved in an ac 
cident. may call their designated 
tow truck operator. However, if a 
disabled motorist doesn’t know 
who to call, then the police will 
summon the wrecker as designat­ 
ed in the five-sector plan.

Riot Worst 


In History 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI) 
—Guards, police and troops 
crushed an attempted mass 
break from the Villa De­ 
vote jail early today after 
12 hours of rioting. 
At 
least 25 persons were kiUed 
and 30 wounded. 


Enraged guards, avenging the 
cold-blooded murder by convicts 
of other guards, executed four riot 
ringleaders in their cells after the 
prisoners had accepted a "truce 
agreement’’ w h i c h ended the 
worst prison disturbance in Ar­ 
gentine penal history. 
No Escapes 
No one escaped despite the sav­ 
agery of the fighting. 
The last hours of the savage 
fighting which started at 1:30 
p.m. yesterday were the bloodiest. 
Infuriated guards rebelled against 
their superiors, stormed cell tiers 
and used tommyguns to shoot 
down ringleaders in retaliation. 
The official casualty total was 
announced by Federal Judge Mi­ 
guel Irurzun in a news confer­ 
ence nearly 24 hours alter the 
fighting started. He said the dead 
included IO guards and IS prison­ 
ers. 
Teas Bodies From Windows 


Prisoners had killed guards 
they were holding as hostages at 
frequent intervals to "dramatize" 
their demands. They threw the 
bodies of two slain guards out into 
the prison courtyard from second 
story windows. 


Through 
an 
open 
telephone 
switchboard held by the rioting 
prisoners could be heard cries of 
"We will kill them all" as the riot 
leaders sought to negotiate their 
way to freedom. 


It was not until 4:40 a.m. to­ 
day that comparative quiet re­ 
turned to the big suburban prison 
where some 400 men. including 
desperate criminals, political pris­ 
oners and jailed strikeleaders. 
joined the rioting. 


Prisoners who did not join in 
the break forced their rioting fel­ 
low convicts to release 20 war­ 
dens th^r held as hostages for

He served in the Navy during the 
Korean War and also has Army 
service. 
Before moving to Levittown, the 
Truaxes lived in Harrisburg. 
Bloom’s resignation from the 
post which he has held for six 
years was announced at a news 
conference in Harrisburg yester­ 
day by Scranton, who immediate­ 
ly appointed the outgoing chair­ 
man secretary of the common 
wealth.

A Naval Air Force pilot yes­ 
terday brought his plane in sagely 
in an emergency landing at Wil­ 
low Grove Naval Air Station. He 
made the landing without the use 
of his landing gear which failed 
shortly after he took off. 
The pilot, LL Harry Bernard 
Horal, attached to 31 Ferry Squad­ 
ron, based at Norfolk, Va., took 
off from Willow Grove at 2 p.m., 
bound for Cherry Point, S.C. 
But as he left the air field he 
noticed from his instrument panel 
that there was something wrong 
with his right main landing gear 
He checked the landing gear by 
lowering the wheels. while in 
flight, and found that the right 
gear was not working properly 
He notified Willow Grove, and 
came in for an emergency land­ 
ing at 2:09 p.m. 
Runway Sprayed 
Before he brought the plane 
down, ground personnel sprayed 
the runway with foam. 
Horal brought his FJ Fury jet 
down on to the runway, ami as 
he hit the ground, a crash truck 
followed the plane. 
The only damage to the plane 
was a small portion of paint 
scraped off the right wing as it 
hit the runway. Horal was un­ 
harmed. 
"The pilot used outstanding tee- 
nique in bringing in the plane for 
this emergency landing." said 
Captain A. C. Wildman, command­ 
ing officer at Willow Grove.

And tow truck operators must 
drive their vehicles with full re­ 
gard for the rights of other drivers 
and for the laws of the Com­ 
monwealth ami the township.

Bloom served as secretary to 
former Gov. Edward Martin from 
1943 to 1947. After Martin's elec­ 
tion to the U.S. Senate in 1946, 
Bloom was named his adminis­ 
trative assistant. 
Elected party chairman in 1966, 
h was reelected in 1958. 1980 and 
1962. Bloom is married to the for­ 
mer Mrs. Luella M. Boeschen, of 
Harrisburg.

Better lighting on toe dance floor 
and surrounding areas; 
And separate dances for tile 14 
to 17 age group and the 18 to 
21 group. 
The regulations did not stipu­ 
late the kind of music to 
played, but suggested that disc 
jockeys "set an example” by their 
dress and conduct. 
Hie regulations apply to dames 
held at Hugh Canella Hall. Fair­ 
less Hills Yurt Co., and St Jo­ 
seph the Worker Church. 
The IS-man committee which 
drew up the regulations was 
headed by John Mclnerney, head 
of the township recreation pro­ 
gram. The committee included a 
priest, rabbi, minister, as well as 
youth workers, policemen, 
township officials.

A force account means 
the municipality owns and opcr 
ates all the equipment and serv 
ices—as is the case with Phila­ 
delphia. On a contract basis, the 
township contracts with J pri 
vote collector who provides the 
equipment and services. 
Webb said ha believed Lower 
Southampton changed to a Con­ 
ra d basis because force account 
lad proven “unfeasible financial 
ly.” 
Berkes said Falls Township fa­ 
vored the regional approach be­ 
cause it would keep down the 
per capita cost.

nearly ll hours in a fourth-floor 
washroom. 
The rioting broke out on a pre­ 
arranged signal from outside — 
the explosion of so-called Molotov 
cocktails against prison walls. As 
police reconstruried the story, at 
east four men on the outside 
drove a station wagon loaded 
with guns and ammunition up 
against toe prison doors. 
Smuggled Pistols 
Ringleaders on the inside seized 
their guards and an estimated 200 
prisoners tried to fight their way 
to the street armed with .38 and 
.45 - caliber pistols apparently 
smuggled to them earlier. Police 
said the station wagon in the 
street was loaded with unused 
fire bombs which the escaping 
prisoners apparently intended to 
use. 
All Reserves Called Up 
As the gunfire increased in in­ 
tensity, 
police 
called 
up 
all 
reserves and rushed them into the 
area. Army troops with tommy 
guns lata* threw a cordon around 
the building. 
Sharp gun battles were frequent 
throughout the 
late afternoon 
hours. They increased in intensity 
as night fell and the prisoners 
grew more desperate. 
Authorities sought to calm the 
prisoners and talk than into lay­ 
ing down their arms. An early 
mediation attempt by

Uran 
was one of the four ringleaders 
subsequently executed by the en­ 
raged guards after the “truce” 
agreement. 
Altogether, five convicts as­ 
sumed responsibility as ringlead­ 
ers. Three of them were identified 
only by their last names — Cas- 
trillon, Seffer and Soto. Four 
were separated from the others 
and placed in a small room where 
they later were executed in a 
revengeful outburst of tommygun 
fire. A fifth ringleader apparently 
escaped execution because he was 
kept in his fourth-floor cell. 
The rioting prisoners began re­ 
leasing the 20 guards they were 
holding as hostages late last night 
under pressure from prisoners in 
the second, third and fifth floors. 
One prisoner was shot in the back 
by other prisoners for helping a 
guard.
